WARNING IS SENT 70 ROSE. 


Secretary of State Told He Must 
Provide Capitol Janitors. 
-WOE FOR “PAY ROLL GRAFT.” 


George E. Cole Threatens Grand Jury 
Action if Ignored.

| The Legislative Voters’ league yesterday 
called on James A. Rose, secretary of state 
of Illinois, to furnish enongh janitors, watch- 
men, and policemen to care for the state- 
house, including the halls of legislation. 

“TIT am not seeking any new burdens,”’ re- 
sponded Secretary Rose, mildly, ‘“‘ neither am 
I seeking to avoid any duty incident to my 
office.” 

But President Cole of the league, who is 
watching what has been denominated as the 
“pay roll graft” tn Springfield, does not 
simply ask that Mr. Rose furnish the janitor 
service; he warns him that K may be the 
ledgue’s duty to go to the Sangamon county 
grand jury and force matters. : 

Mr. Cole also declares that if Mr. Rose 
places men on the janitor-police pay roll 
who do not appear at Springfield and work, 


he Is guilty of conspiracy to defraud the 


state and criminally Hable. 


Warning in an Open Letter. 

Mr, Cole’s warning is contained in an open 
letter given out last night. I: says: 

. “James A. Rose, secretary of state, Spring- 
field. 

“Dear sir—I am informed that you, as 
secretary of state, will refuse to supply 
janitors for cleaning the house chambers 
during the session. 

“I desire to call your attention publicly 
to the fact that under the statutes you are 
custodian of the statehouse and responsible 
for its care, including the halis of the legis- 
lature. | 

‘“ Furthermore, under a law passed in 
1897, you are, during the séssions, author- 
iged to @mploy such a number of extra jani- 
tors and policemen as may be necessary, not 
to exceed fifty-one, and pay them for the 
time actually employed, and under this pro- 
vision you have heretofore appointed men 
who never appeared in Springfield. The 
legislature itself is not by statute author. 
ized to appoint any janitors, so the question 
of caring for the assembly halls is clearly 

. Men Enough to Be Had. 

“Surely the fifty-one extra janitors and 
policemen appointed by your are sufficient 
for legislature seagsions when your regular 
force of eighteen janitors cares for the whole 
statehouse between sessions. 

“TI wish not only to call your attention to 
your duty in placing these extra men whom 
you appoint at work in the assembly halis, 
but to add that if you -place upon your pay 
roll as extra watchmen, janitors, or police- 
men men who do not appear in Springfield at 
ali and who are paid out of the state treas- 
ury, you are guilty, under the statute, of 
conspiracy to defraud the state, and both 
you and the employés are liable wider thy

CHICAGO ROADS BAR REBATE? 


Roswell Millér Says Lines Have 
Abolished the Plan, 


HITS PRIVATE CAR SYSTEM. 


Sees Greatest Need in Expediting Pree- 
ent Law’s Operations, 


New. York, Jan. 6~—[Special.}—Roswell 
Miller of Chicago, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad company, one of the leading ’ 
railroad operators fim the United States, said 
today: 

“I do not believe in legalizing railroad 
pools. . | 

“ All railroads will be glad to see rebates 
abolished and the law strictly enforced. 

“The private car system and private side 
track discriminations favor large corpora- 
tions. 

“There is the greatest need of a system 
to expedite the operation of the present laws 
in cases of unfair rabes,”’ 

In discussing these propositions Mr. Miller 

“The payment of rebates is practically a 

“The payment of rebates ils practically a 
reduction of the rate. It amounts to the 
same thing. The road that pays them suf- 
fers just to that extent. Roads centering in 
Chicago are not paying any rebates today 
and have not ddne so for two or three years, 
I do not know what is being done in other 
parts of the country, but in Chicago we have 
stopped them entirely. 


Danger of Boomerang. 

“Tf a rafiroad discriminates against a 
small shipper in favor of a large one it is 
certain to be hit by a boomerang in the long 
run. No matter how secretly the discrimina- 
tion may be carried the truth is bound to 
come out and the will suffer there- 
by.” 

“There is no need of more legislation to 
prevent rebates. They already are forbid- 
den by law. The railroads in their own in- 
terest do not want to pay them, but under 
the present conditions if one company pays 
its competitors are compelled to pay also or 
else lose their share of the business. 

“ There are two other evils from which the 
railroads suffer and which they would be 
giad to have abolished. These are the pri- 
vate car system and the private sidetrack. 
The company owning its private cars de- 
mands and receives advantages that the 
roads are compelled to allow.

Union Plans to Appeal to Congress for 
Shorter Work Days-Employes As- 
sert Overtime Has Been the Rule 

_ Simee Before the Holidays and Put 

Blame Partly on Postmaster—Coyne 
Attributes the Condition to the Un- 


expected Rush of Business. 
Fewer working hours for postoffice em- 
ployés will be made the subject of an appeal 
to congress by the Chicago Postoffice Clerka’ 
union. A special meeting has, been called 
by the organization for tomorrow afternoon, 
when a list of grievances purporting to show 
that the employés in certain divisions of 
the postoffice have been working from two 
to three hours overtime will be presented. 
Most of the complaints have come from 
the mailing division. In this department, ' 
it is asserted, the eight hour day has been 
lengthened to one of ten and eleven hours. 
The condition has been in existence, it is said, 
since two weeks before Christmas. 


Postmaster Coyne Is Accused. — 


Insufficient provision of emergency help 
during the holiday rush season is said by 
the clerks’ union to be the cause of the length- 
ened working hours. That the long working 
schedules have not been shortened, however, 
since the holidays is attributed by the offi- 
cials of the organization to other reasons. 
In this connection it is expected that Post- 
master Coyne’s name will be mentioned at 
the meeting of the union tomorrow. 

Mr. Coyne yesterday signified his sympathy 
with the é¢ight hour day for all postofficé 
employés, and declared that he had com- 
municated with the civil service commission 
at Washington asking relief. He advanced 
the unexpected rush of mail since Jan. 1 as 
the explanation ‘of the pressure in the mail- 
ing department. 

The plan of the clerks’ union is to seek a 
remedy through congress and appeals will 
be framed at the meeting tomorrow asking 
the congressmen from the Chicago district 
to use their influence in securing more men 
for the postoffice. Whether formal charges 
of discrimination will be filed by the union 
against the postoffice heads has not yet been 
decided upon by the officials of the union. 


Will Demand Arbitration Clause. —

There was much speculation in rallroad 
circles over the result of the rehearing. It

; LET THE NAVY GROW. 

It takes $8,000,000 to build and equip a 
battleship of the latest and best type. The 
time required for construction is from three 
to five yeara—much nearer five than three. 
The total cost of the three battleships whose 
construction the general navy board, Ad- 
miral Dewey, and the president are desirous 
congress shall authorize at this session will 
be $24,000,000, but the average annual ap- 
propriation will be only about $5,000,000. 

There are senators and representatives 
who allege that the government cannot af- 
ford to appropriate $5,000,000 for next year 
on account of three new battleships.- They 
say their desire to economize is so great 
that they cannot consent to an appropria- 
tion for more than one at the most. 

_A river and harbor bill is to be reported 
to the house. It will carry $15,000,000, or 
thrice the anfount which it will be neces- 
sary to spénd next year on three new bat- 
tleships. ‘There is no haste about the river 
and harbor improvements. No harm can 
befall the nation if they remain untouched 
By that time there may be 
urgent need of the three new battleships that 
Admiral Dewey asks for. 

It is said that the river and harbor bill 
will not get through—that it will be loaded 
down with senate amendments and will die 
in conference committee. He who pleases 
may believe that. . It is more likely that the 
amendments which the senate will adopt 
will be concurred in by the house. There 
has been né river and harbor bill for some 
time, and there is a mad desire to put one 
through at this session. 

There is an equal determination to get 


through a public buildings bill. Thaffield of 


congressional extravagance has not been 
cultivated for several sessions, and the men 
who make its cultivation their specialty 
strike hands with the river and harbor peo- 
ple and insist with them that the naval ap- 
propriations must be kept down to make an 
opening for the extravagant and needless 
expenditures they favor.

IMPORTANCE OF FORESTRY. 

The movement towards a comprehensive 
policy of forest preservation will receive 
much needed stimulus from the American 
Forest congress now in session at Wash- 


ington. It is the first time that large busi- | 


ness interests have joined in the agitation 
for better treatment of forests, and for that 


reason, as President Roosevelt said in his” 


address before the meeting, “it means a 
difference between mere agitation and actual 
execution.” 

_ No one is more entitled to speak on the 
subject of forestry than the president, for 
no. one has done more to emphasize the im- 
portance to the nation of immediate atten- 
tion to the needs of the future in the matter 
of forest supplies. The present generation 
may have suffered slightly from the prodi- 
gality of its predecessors In their wanton 
destruction of timber, but it has inherited 
sufficient native forests to meet all its needs. 
The only inconvenience is a longer distance 
over which supplies must be brought. But 
at the present rate of forest destruction, 
with no attention paid to reafforesting, the 
people who inherit the blessings and the 
duties of a complex civilization a half cen- 
tary hence will find themselves without one 
of the most important and conserving ele- 
ments of organized society. They will be 
the victims of our spendthrift ways and our 
lack of far sighted prudence. 

The significance of forestry is not only 
that it conserves present forest supplies, and 
thus safeguards the water supply of the 
country, but also that it utilizes land that 
is not fit for agriculture. In many of the 
states there are large areas that are only 
fit for tree propagation. Such land should 
speedily be devoted to that use. This is a 
work which devolves upon the states, and 
cannot be begun too soon. The importance 
of immediate action is apparent when it is 
known that by the time a pine forest can 
reach merchantable size, if planted today, 
the population of the country, if the present 
rate of increase continues, will be 287,000,- 
000. Even with an increasing use of iron 
and steel in building more timber is used 
now than ever before. What will be the 
demand when the population is over four 
times its present size? 

It takes eighty years for a pine tree to 
reach merchantable size. According to ex- 
pert lumbermen the supply of timber will 
hardly last fifty years at the present rate of 
consumption. It would seem to behigh time 
that the country was waking up to the im- 
portance of the forestry question. 


WHY POOLING I8. OBJECTIONABLE. 

Many railroad officials say they will have 
no serious objection to. the regulation of 
rates by the national government if in re- 
turn congress will repeal the section of the 
interstate commerce act which prohibits the 
pooling of freights by different and com- 
peting railroads or dividing between them 
the aggregate or net proceeds of the earnings 
of the roads. Railroad men assert that if 
pooling is legalized the payment of rebates 
will stop automatically. Probably it would 
for the traffic manager of a road could listen 
with indifference to the threat of a large 
shipper that he would send his goods by 
some other line if concessions were not 
made to him. - 

Nobody seems to listen favorably to the 
trade in legislation suggested by railroad 
men. The general public bas been educated 
for twenty years in the belief that pooling 
was injurious to its interests and cannot 
at a moment's notice unlearn all that it has

_ The popular distrust of pooling is not blind 
and unreasoning, It is founded on the be- 
lief that if it were permitted the commu- 
nity would suffer even if the power to regu- 
late rates were exercised whlienever the need 
arose.

It should not appeal to 
the wealthy and powerful roads, which 
can take care of themselves. They ought 
to see that general pooling would be 
detrimental to the efficiency of the Amer- 
ican railroad systems. That would be hurt- 
ful to them as well as to the country.

LETTER OF DE FoNTEROY ||

ARON GAUTSCH, the hew prime min- 
ister of Austria, although he bears the 
title of baron, can hardly be regarded 

, as belonging to the nobility of the 
empire, or as having blue blood in his 

veins. For he is the son of one of those civil 
servants of the government who at the closa 
of a long career received on his retirement 
the second class of the Order of the Iron 
Crown, which in those days carried with it 
the title of baron. The new premier is en- 
tirely without fortune and commenced his 
career as the usher of a school, whence 
he was transferred to the head mastership 
of an institution maintained partly by the 
emperor himself and partly by the state for 
the education of the sons of indigent nobie- 


/ men and badly paid public officials. This 


had the effect of bringing him into personal 
contact with his sovereign, who was so much 
pleased with him that he appointed him at 
the age of 30 director of the celebrated mili- 
tary academy, the Theresianium, whence 
most of the Austrian ‘officers, as well as a 
large number of royal personages, includ 

ing the present khedive, the late king of 
Spain, and Prince Louis and Prince Anthony 
of Bourbon Braganza, who spent last sum- 
mer here, graduated. 


Count Taaffe, on the advice of the emperor, 
appointed Gautsch minister of public educa- 
tion. The sovereign himself conferred upon 
him a seat in the upper house of the national 
legislature, and on the resignation of Count 
Badeni, Gautsch was nominated by the em- 
peror to the premiership. Compelled by 
parliamentary obstruction to resign, he was 
appointed president of the Supreme Court of 
Accounts, from which office he has now been 
once more summoned to assume the premier- 
ship. 

He resembles in a measure Arthur Balfour, 
the British premier, and is tall and thin, 
nay, almost angular. He has a horror of red 
tape, and was clever enough t? use his for- 
mer power as minister of pub‘’c Instruction 
in the cabinets of Count Taaffe and of Count 
Badeni to secure the admission of the fair 
sex to the universities of the empire, there- 
by winning the good will of the vast ma- 
jority of women in Austria. He likewise ob- 
tained a considerable increase in the salaries 
of the university professors and masters of 
government schools, thus conyerting every 
one of these men into his adherents and sup- 
porters. 

In Austria, where caste is everything, alike 
in government and society, it speaks volumes 
for his cleverness and force of character that 
he should have attained the premiership with- 
out the aid of long descent and social influ- 
ence. The majority of his predecessors, in- 
cluding Count Badeni, Count Taaffe, Count 
Thun, Prince Windischgraetz, Prince Auers- 
berg, etc., were members of the grand old ar- 
istocracy of Austria. But Gautsch must be 
regarded as a self-made man, in spite of his 
tithe, and has never been in society, what- 
ever prestige and position he enjoys being 
of his own making. 

England’s court is thrown into mourning 
by the death, at am advanced age, of that 
widowed Duchess Alexandrine of Saxe-Co- 
burg who was the sister-in-law and intimate 
friend of Queen Victoria. The duchess, who 
was by birth a princess of the reigning house 
of Baden, was not happy in her married Hfe, 
but bore her sufferings with silent dignity. 
Her husband, the only brother of the prince 
consort of England, differed from the latter 
as night does today. For whereas the prince 
consort’s life was so entirely blameless as to 
excite a certain feeling of resentment among 
the people of the land of his adoption, his 
brother,the late Duke Ernest of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, was duite as much ofa profligate and 
a hard drinker «as his father before him and 
most of his ancestors. His mode of life was 
such that his wife was compelled to hold 
aloof from his court, so as not to be exposed 
to the indignity of meeting his numerous 
fair favorites, and when later on his nephew, 
Alfred, duke of Edinburgh, the sailor brother 
~of King Edward, took up his residence at Co- 
burg as heir apparent to the throne of the 
duchies, hie wife, only sister of the late czar 
of Russia, absolutely declined to appear at 
the court of Coburg or to hold any inter- 
course with her husband’s uncle. 

In fact, the court of! Coburg in those days 
was quite as disreputable as it had been in 
the times. of Duke Ernest’s father, King Ed- 
ward’s grandfather. The latter’s conduct 
was such that his wife, after appealing in 
vain to the other sovereigns of the German 
empire to protect her from his abominable 
treatment, was obliged to leave him, and 
after securing a dissolution of her marriage 
contracted a morganatic alliance with her 
chamberlain. 


It was this duke’s father, Emile Augustus 
of Saxe-Coburg, the great-grandfather of 
King Edward, who was so completely daft 
on the subject of China that he not only 
filled his palaces at Gotha and Coburg with 
Chinese art treasures but even insisted on 
wearing Chinese dress, donning the state 
garb of a mandarin whenever he had occa- 
sion to preside over the council of state. On 
the occasion of the first Napoleon visiting his 
court in 1806 he had constructed for the 
French monarch an immense state coach in 
the form of a human skull, and was much dis- 
tressed when the emperor declined to make 
use of this extraordinary conveyance for his 
state entry into Coburg. In spite of this 
disappointment, he remained a warm friend 
of Napoleon, and when the Gotha and Co- 
burg contingents of the allied army returned 
home after the final defeat of Napoleon at the 
battle of Water!oo, he not only strictly pro- 
hibited all rejoicings in honor of the over- 
throw of the emperor but even insisted that 
the troops should give up their equipment 
and uniforms at Coburg and Gotha, leaving 
them to return to their villages in mid- 
winter in their shirt sleeves. 

For the first time in more than a hundred 
years the papal nuncio to France was absent 
from his place at,the head of the foreign 
diplomatic corps on the occasion of the re- 
ception of the latter by the head of the state 
at Paris on New Year’s day. In all Roman 
Catholic countries the papal nuncio is ac- 
corded, as representative of the holy seat, 
precedence by his colleagues of the diplomatic 
corps and ranks as dean of the latter. Ow- 
ing to this condition of affairs it always falls 
to the lot of the nuncios at Vienna, Munich, 
Madrid, Lisbon, and Brussels to present the 
congratulations of the diplomatic corps to the 
sovereign on New Year’s day. In conse- 
quence of the rupture of diplomatic relations 
between France and the vatican, the nuncio 
has ceased to be dean of the diplomatic corps 
in Paris, and his place as such has been 
taken, curiously enough, by Count Tornielli, 
the Italian ambassador, who has been longer 
at Paris as ambassador than any of his col- 
leagues. Next to him in point of seniority 
comes the Turkish representative, Munir 
Pasha, then Gen. Porter, and after him the 
Spanish ambassador. 

Count Tornielli and his wife. are exceed- 
ingly popular id Paris and on terms of greater 
intimacy with President Loubet and his wife 
than any other of the foreign diplomats. 
The countess is by birth a Russian and a 

“granddaughter of that famous Russian, Gen. 
Rostopchine, who, as governor of Moscow 
in 1812, preferred to destroy the city by fire 
rather than to surrender it to Napoleon. 


While Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria has 
acted wisely in declining to countenance the 
proposal put forward in the Sobranje to vot® 
a civil list to his eldest boy, now 10 years 
old, declaring that it would be contrary to 
the letter and spirit of the constitution for 
the heir apparent.to receive any separate 
allowance from the national treasury until 
he attains his majority at the age of 17, and 
though the prince has likewise declined any 
addition to his own civil list, which isa large 
one, yet he has deprived himself of any pop- 
ularity which this action on his part would 
otherwise have won for him among his 
thrifty, hard working, heavily taxed subjects 
by putting forward a demand for a large {n- 
crease of his special allowance from the 
treasury for purposes of representation. 

This allowance, which is over and above 
his civil list, is supposed to be devoted to the 
entertainment of foreign royalties and states- 
men and to defraying the cost of his visite 
to foreign courts in the interests of Bulgaria. 
It already amounts to near a million of francs 
a year, and the Bulgars, who have always 
reproached the prince with extravagance, 
even when it was his own private fortune 


that he was spending among them, are now 


up in arms at the idea of any increase in hig 
allowance for “ frais de representation.”

HE rhinocerds—the “unicorn” of the 
ancients—is the ugliest of animals, and 
also one of the largest, most powerful, 
and most ferocious. The rhinoceros 
in a wild state is sometimes 6 feet 4 

inches tall, 12 feet in length, and proportion- 
ally heavy and strong. It is the largest and 
most powerful of terrestrial animals excep’ 
the elephant, and probably the elephant is 
the only beast that can whip it in a fair, stand 
| up fight. Its thick skin is almost impervious 
to the clawe or teeth of a4 lion or tiger, and 
its weight and strength would enable it 
quickly to overthrow elther of these animals; 
and trample it to death, if it did not first 
kill it with its horn. A rhinoceros with a 
single thrust of its horn ean kill even an 
elephant. However, if the elephant had no- 
tice of its approach it would be kicked over 
or tusked before it hada chance to use this 
weapon. 

Unlike the elephant, the rhinoceros is not 
a timid animal, but is a sullen, stupid brute 
which fears nothing. Its sight is poor, but its 
senses of hearing and emell are remarkably 
acute. Most wild animals, including even 
the lion and the tiger, usually take to fligh* 
on the approach of man, unless an attack is 
at once made upon them or they are extreme- 
ly hungry.

Mr. Ken- 
nedy has long been an enthusiastic Whitman- 
ite, and has written in magazines and other 
places concerning the good gray poet. In 
the present volume he givee us the diaries 
that Walt Whitman kept in Canada, in 1880, 
when visiting his friend, Dr. Richard Mau- 
rice Bucke. The notes which form this diary 
were characteristically written by Whitman 
on backs of letters, in homematle note books, 
and so forth. While Whitman wrote on any 
scrap of paper that happened to be at hand, 
as often the inside of a used envelope as on 
anything else, which gave his manuscript 
an unkempt appearance, his handwriting 
Was never careless. He edited his “ copy ” 
with infinite pains, and his instructions to 
the compositor were always to follow his 
punctuation, spelling, and capitalization ab- 
In the autumn of 1900, Mr. Kennedy tells 
us, he wrote to Dr. Bucke to join himin 
bringing out a “ Readers’ Handbook to 
Leaves of Grass,"’ in the preparation of 
which he had been engaged for a number 
of years, by contributing any materia! he 
might have that was available. To this re- 
quest’ Dr. Bucke replied with enthusiasm, 
but before he could forward the material 
he died.

His son, however, handed the manuscripts 
over to Mr. Kennedy, who found them so 
interesting that he postponed the publica- 
tion, of the * Readers’. Handbook ’”’ and ar- 
ranged them for publication by themselves. 


As this diary of Whitman’s has fever be- 


fore been published, his admirers will hail 
it with joy, for it is characteristic and has 


all his buoyancy and love of out of doors. 


In his “Specimen Days” Whitman refers 
to his Canadian trip, but the diaries here 
given are the impressions of that trip, jotted 


the word Light! How vast, surrounding, 
falling, sleepy, noiseless, is the word Night! 
t hugs with unfelt yet living arms;  . 

“ Character makes words.—The English 
stock, full enough of faults, but averse to all 
folderol, equable, instinctively just, latent 
with pride and melancholy, : ready with 
brawned arms, with free speech, with the 
knife blade for tyrants and the reached hand 
for slaves—have put all these in words. We 
have them in America—they are the body of 
the whole of the past. We are to justify our 
inheritance—we are to pass it on to those who 
are to come after us, a thousand years hence, 
aS we have grown out of the English of a 
thousand years ago: American geography— 
the plenteousness and variety of the great 
nations of the union—the thousands of settle- 
ments—the seacoast—the Canadian north— 
the Mexican south—California and Oregon— 
the inland seas—the mountains—Arizona—the 
prairies—the immense rivers.” 

Admjrers of Whitman should be grateful 
for these books—they are so thoroughly char- 


acteristic. 


The fact that the bookselling business com- 
paratively flops after the holidays would 
seem to prove that books are among the 
most desirable holiday presents that are 
sought after. I heard one of the original Ap- 
pleton brothers say that the only time there 
was any money fn the publishing business 
was in the two weeks before Christmas. It 
is a good many years since I heard Mr. Ap- 
pleton say this—it was in the days of the ex- 
pensive Christmas book that meant more 
profit to the publisher and bookseller than {t 
did to the reader. While, of’ course, the 
greatest amount of bookselling is done just 
before the holidays, there is a good deal of it 
scattered over the year. At the holiday time 
it is the fine bindings and special editions 
rather than the rank and file of books that 
are sold. You see no such crowds in book 
stores during the early fall and early spring

his new book “A DIVORCE,”’ commands at- 
tention. He has presented in this work the 
point of view of the churchmen regarding 
divorce; and his exegesis differs utterly, as 
an interpretation of ethicaltruth, from that 
offered by Mrs. Keayes, the author of “‘ He 
That Bateth Bread With Me,” or that of Mr. 
Grant, who has recently written “ The Under- 
current.”’ 

M. Bourget telis the story of Madame de 
Chambault, who, being married to.a man 
utterly neglectful of her happiness and false 
to his most sacred vows, procures a divorce 
and marries, in course of time, a friend of 
her childhood, M. Darras. This second hus- 
band is a man possessing a fine sense of 
honor. Me is a free thinker, a scientist, a 
man of courage and a strong defender of his 
wife, who has, by the fact of a second mar- 
riage, laid herself open to social criticiam 
and to religious ostracism. The proposition 
of Bourget is that the wife, in marrying a 
good man for her second husband, incurred 
more happiness and committed more wrong 
than she would have in remaining faithful to 
the first husband, the acknowledged roué and 
man of the world. .

We feel we are something—that also has come from 


from publishing, the bookseller from selling, 
and every one in the trade is busy taking 
stock. In the course of a few weeks the pub- 
lishers will know whether 1904 was a partic- 
ularly good year for books or a particularly 
bad one. As a mere guess, I should say that 
1904 will not prove to have been as big a year 
in the book business as 1903, nor yet as 1902, 
Nevertheless, I imagine that it has been sat- 
isfactory. What the new year fs going to be 
in the book business, who shall say? Pub- 
lishers have been asked the question, but I 
don’t think that their answers will be 
weighty, for it is just as hard for them to 
predict the way their business is going as 
it is for any other business man. 

To the best of my knowledge and belief 
there will be no books published this week, 
unless, perhaps, the life of Theodore Watts- 
Dunton, of which I wrote last week.

A better argument for the point of view 
of the church could hardly be offered. The 
gravity with which the novelist performs 
his task as exegist is impressive, and no 
one may, venture to question his sincerity 
What he does not perceive, however, is that 
he has condemned the woman because she 
would not undergo suttee.

Of night dresses often wear thin at the 
elbow long before the other portions give 
any sign of wearing out, and a restiess 
sleeper rends them from waist to shoulder. 

While it may not be wise in some Instances 
to put new cloth in an old garment, it does 
pay to make new sleeves of extremely light 
material, trim them simply, and put them 
in, instead of trying to seam the rents or 
patch the thin places. 

If they outwear the original garment lay 
them aside when that is ready to be done 
in strips of old cotton and use them on the 
next one which needs new sleeves. 

Hamburg edging wears off around the neck 
first and usually in the plain part, while 
the embroidery is still intact. This may 
be cut off, making the ruffle narrower, and 
will last some time. 

In plain cotton goods particularly criss- 
cross or three cornered tears are difficult 
to darn. I~ nearly all cases with such a 
tear instead of putting a patch underneath 
and darning the right side or turning it In 
and hemming around a circular shape put 
the patch on the right side. Cut it in square 
or rectangular shape, and if near the top 
of a gore or by a seam let one side of the 
patch go into the seam. Turn the edzes 
under neatly and baste it on. being careful 
to have it the same way of the cloth as that 
on which ft is to be laid. Then stitch it on 
close to the edge, the same as if it were 
a facing on a pocket. Cut the cloth away 
underneath, leaving just enough seam to 
overcast. 

Silk linings in dresses are of short dura- 
tion so that patches are often needed, es- 
pecially at the wrist and elbow.

BROWN BREAD BARS.—Trim off the 
crust from a loaf of brown bread, leaving it 
im the shape of a small brick, about three 
inches wide and deep, and six inches long. 
Cut it lengthwise into thin slices and divide 
each, giving strips one and one-half inches 
wide and six Inches long. Spread them with 
butter and brown slightly in the oven, or 
toast them and then butter them while hot. 
Serve for luncheon with potato salad or 
oysters. 

RARBIT PIE.—For a large pie use two rab- 
bits which have been cleaned, dressed, and 
jointed, Rub the pieces well with lemon 
juice, salt and pepper, and where the meat 
is thick make several gashes or punctures 
that the seasoning may penetrate. cut them 
in a kettle, add boiling water to cover, then 
put in a bit of bay leaf, eight pepper corns, 
four cloves,-a bit of mace, and two sliced 
onions. Cook slowly till the meat is tender. 
Remove the meat to a baking dish, discard-

IROQUOIS CARTOON NO LIBEL. 


Jury Holds Klaw & Erlanger Were Not 
‘Damaged by Life’s Picture of 
Theater Fire. 


New York, Jan. 6.—[Special.]—After five 
minutes’ deliberation, a jury in the United 
States Circuit court, after hearing the evi- 
dence in the case of Klaw & Erlatger, the- 
atrical managers, against the Life Publish- 
ing company, which they sued for $100,000 
damages on account of the publication of a 
cartoon in connection with the Iroquois thea- 
ter fire in Chicago, decided that Kiaw & 
Erlanger had not been libeled in any way and 
awarded a verdict in favor of Life. 

The case had been on trial for several days 
before Justice Wallace and a mass of evi- 
dence had been heard on both side. The car- 
toon, which was submitted itn evidence, and 
the publication of which was admitted by 
Life, showed the exit of the theater with 
padlocked doors, through which smoke was 
pouring and women and children were 
struggling to escape. A figure of death stood 
outside. Beneath the cartoon was the in- 
scription: ‘‘ Messrs. Klaw & Erlanger pre- 
sent ‘Mr. Bluebeard.’.”’ 

“Mr. Bluebeard "” was the name of the play 
being given at the time of the fire in which 
almost 600 lives were lost. Numerous suits 
have grown out of the fire, the cases of sev- 
eral plaintiffs claiming from Klaw 
& Erlanger still being in litigation. 

The cartoon was published on Jan. 21, 1904, 
Claiming the picture was a libel upon them 
Kiaw & Erlanger at once instituted suit. The 
evidence was clear on both sides, the only 
point for determination being whether the 
publication of the cartoon Mbeled the plain- 
tiffs. This question Justice Wallace left with 
the jury.

GOOD OUTLOOK FOR TRADE 


DUN & CO. REPORT ENCOURAGING 
CONDITIONS FOR 1905. 


New Year Business Opens Well in the 
Chieago District—Gratifying in All 
Lines of Industry and Strengthened 
by Favorable State of Growing 
Crops—Local Dealings Are of Normal 
Volume—Salesmen Canvassing with 
Fair Success in the Interior. 


The weekly review of trade in the Chicago 
district, published by the R. G. Dun & Co. 
mercantile agency, will say: 

The results of last year’s business, viewed 
as a whole, present a better showing than was 
expected, this being entirely accounted for 
by the rapid recovery in the coneumption 
of commodities throughout the last quarter. 

The new year trade opened under encour- 


‘aging conditions, wholesome confidence in the 


future forming the basis of the new effort. 
The outlook generally appears to be graitfy- 
ing In all lines of industry and this is supple- 
mented by the favorable te of the growing 
crops. 


Local Dealings of Normal Value. 

Local dealings this week were of normal 
volume. Frequent reorders indicate that 
stocks of winter goeds already are well 
broken into, -while country advices show 
that sales have been up to expectations, par- 
ticularly so during the holidays. Agricultur- 
ists continue to realize profitably upon 
their product, and this assures the means for 
liberal purchases of necessities and for im- 
provement. 

Good reasons appear for anticipating a 
large trade in spring staples and salesmen 
are actively canvassing with fair success in 
the interior, Notwithstandfng difficulties of 
transportation, due to severe weather, rail- 
road earnings are larger than a year ago, and 
an unusually heavy movement is noted of 
farm products and manufactured materials. 
Mercantile collections show more prompt- 
ness, defaults in this district having de- 
creased, and the failures include few of im- 
portance. 


Manufacturing Starts Auspiciously. 

Manufacturing operations started auspi- 
ciously, demand and prices being on a more 
clearly defined basis, with raw material and 
fuel in ample provision. Large plants em- 
ploying thousands of men were reopened, 
and it Is seen that new factories and addi- 
tions to old ones are under rapid construc- 
tion. Lron and steel display great strength 
and encouragement for further activity, fin- 
ished materials being in well sustained re- 
quest, and pig iron holding steady. 

Receipts of lumber, 27,854,000 feet, are 
almost one-half more than those a year ago. 
Hardwoods have been in strong request, with 
values firm, and the lumber trade generally 
in good position. The leather and shoe manu- 
facturers disclose no change, enhanced values 
ruling and forward Lusiness accumulating. 


Activity on Board of Trade. 


Board of trade activity, as reflected by in- 
creased clearings for 1904, have been fully 
sustained by the volume of current opera- 
tions. Grain shipments, 3,313,260 bu, are 
per cent over those of a year ago, while re- 
celipts for the same periods aggregated 4,855, - 
436 bu, against 3,056,718 bu. Quotations for 
wheat, corn, and oats closed a little under 
those of a week ago, but flour turned slightly 
higher. Provisions and live stock have been 
in more -ample supply and the average of 
prices showed a small decline, although pork 
and lard advanced. 

Bank clearings, $184,041,766, are 4.2 per cent 
under those of a year ago, when there were 
six working days as against five this week. 

Failures in the Chicago district were twen- 
ty-seven, against nineteen last week, and 
thirty-five a year ago.
